Portland.—Two great northern rail- 
way systems, the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern, demanded the 
right to build 278 miles south from 
Bend to Klamath Falls here in an ex- 


tended ‘hearing ordered by the Inter- | 
state Commerce Commission, presided | 


over, by Charles Mahaffie, director of 
the commission’s bureau df finance. 

The proposed line«would link Ore- 
gon’s two great produging pine lum- 
ber centers, add enormously to the 
state’s output of lumber products and 
help along the period Of’ the state’s 
greatest development now at hand, it 
was declared by railroad officials. 

When Director Mahaffie called the 
battling railroads to order, it was 
agreed to praqceed directlyt with the 
Oregon Trunk’s application to build 
south, since that line is the proponent 
of a rail invasion that is being vigor- 
ously opposed by the Southern Pacific 
Company. 


4**Ralph Budd, president of the Great 


Northern, pictured the Oregon Trunk 
as a railroad half completed that 
never would have been built to Bend 
as an ultimate terminus. A relatively 
small investment in further building, 
it was said, would add greatly to earn- 
ings, and this without injury to any 
other carrier because the new line 
would bring the traffic with it. 

President Budd and other witnesses 
said the Shevlin-Hixon and Weyer- 
haueser interests had repeatedly asked 
the northern lines to locate their line 
to Klamath Falls, so big saw mills to 
be built could be placed. 

Common use of the Eugene-Klamath 
Falis line of the Southern Pacific, it 
was said, had been refused the north- 
ern lines from Paulina south. The 
Oregon Trunk’s backers then went 
ahead with new surveys that would, 
when followed by a railroad line, open 
up perhaps 40,000,000,000 feet of tim- 
ber, it was testified. : : 
RUSSIAN PROHIBITION LAW 

IS BEING DISCARDED 


Moscow.—After eleven years of par- 
tial prohibition Russia has become 
completely wet. Whisky, brandy and 
liquors containing 60 per cent of al- 
cohol and vodka of 4 per cent alcohol 
again appeared in the cafes, restau- 
rants and stores. 

The new order was to’have gone in- 
to effect on October 1, but as this was 
within the recruiting period of the red 
army, it was postponed until the 
rourth. Several hundred bottles of 
pre-war liquors of various. kinds, 
which could not be sold previously on 
account of their high alcoholic con- 
tent, were automatically released for 
sale at from $10 to $14 a quart. 

Heretofore the government has 
maintained a monopoly of the manu- 
facture and sale of spirithous liquors. 
Many influential Communists, includ- 
ing the widow of Nicolai Lenin, were 
opposed to the abandonment of pro- 
hibition, but the government's need of 
revenue, the improvident use of wheat 
and rye by the peasantry in making 
vodka and the wholesale traffic in il- 
licit spirits prompted the government 
to return to a+wet regime.

London.—Winstop Churchill was the 
greatest talker during the last session 
of parliament, his speeches consisting 
of 145,000 words, filling 309 columns 
of the'official report, said the Parlia- 
ald came next with 231 columns, fol- 
mentary Gazette.

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SHIP IS LOCKED 
THREE YEARS IN 
FROZEN ARCTIC 
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Crew of Seven Arrive at 
Nome and Tell Weird 
Tales of North. 


Nome, Alaska.—Seven men_ sailed 
bravely into the Arctic aboard the 
schooner Maud thrée years ago, hop- 
ing to drift with the ice across the 
North pole. 

Lonely months passed, the ship 

locked in the frozen seas and her 
crew glad of the companionship of 
dogs and polar bears. One man died 
—a victim of the hardships encoun- 
tered. Many times the crunching ice 
threatened to smash the small vessel 
and once the crew gave her up for 
lost. f .: 
On this occasion Capt. O.. Wésting 
ordered his men to the ice, and they 
loaded their dog sleds with food and 
supplies, ready to fight for their lives 
on the shifting ice pack. 

But the dangers were overcome, the 
stoutness of the craft resisting the ice 
pressure. The Maud is back here now, 
unsuccessful in her mission, but with 
a wealth of information and strange 
stories of adventure amid the tower- 
ing icebergs, in the almost lifeless 
solitudes of the North. 

Airpiane ig Wrecked. 

Perhaps the most important of the 
comment brought back is that of O. 
Dahl, the expedition’s aviator. Dahl 
chimes in with the growing belief that 
Arctic exploration is impossible with 
heavier-than-air flying machine. - af 

“We had a biplane which we had 
hoped to use in exploration and re- 
connoissance work,” Dahl said. “But 
when I tried to ascend in it, I found 
that the uneven surface of the ice

spelled certain disaster. The ship was 
wrecked. The Arctic ice is no place 
to try out a biplane.” 


The Maud was built’ for Roald 
Amundsen in Christiana and _ sailed 
from that port, now Oslo, in 19138. 
She made the Northwest passage, and 
after refitting in Seattle and a final 
stop here, again went into the north, 
the plan being to let the ship freeze 
into the ice and to move with it across 
the “top of the world.” 


The Maud drifted from a point east 
of Herald island to the northwest, 
the current not going to the north as 
was expected. Passing to the south- 
ward of the Jeanette islands, the 
Maud went slowly toward Bennett is- 
land, which was slightly to the north- 
ward. 

In .Clutches of Ice. 


Radio orders were received aboard 
‘the Maud to retufn to the United 
States because of her inability to get 
into the northern drift. This was in 
1923, but the vessel, again in the 
clutches of the ice, was unable to ex- 
tricate herself, j 


The drift then was taking the Maud 
to the westward. She worked her' way 
toward Chukotsk peninsula. She got 
out of the ice August 7, proceeding 
to East Cape, and thence to Nome. 

All of these movements were slow. 
The tedious monotony of the journey 
was alleviated somewhat by the radio, 


by the 15 Siberian dogs carried for 
emergency, and by friendly polar 
bears. which browsed around the ship 
in amiable fashion. 

The coldest weather ‘experienced 
was 70 degrees below zero and the 
northermost pofnt reached was lati- 
tude, 73 north; longitudé, 146 east.

_ St, John, N. B.—Much interest has’ 
‘been aroused througheut the Canadian 
maritime provinces, particularly in 
New Brunswitk, by the proposed 
project. to generate between 500,000 
and 750,000 electrical horse power by 
harnessing the famous tides of the 
Bay of Fundy in two inlets near East- 
port, Me. American hydraulic, en- 
gineers investigating the féqsibility of 
the project, pronounced jtajerftingly 
practic] from an engineering stand- 
point, adding that it presented om@vot 
the most promising developments in 
the electrical world in a decade. 

The project is being sponsored by 
Dexter P. Cooper, American capitalist, 
who spent several weeks herej recent-: 
ly in its interest. Mr. Cooper ex- 
plained to members of the New Bruns- 
wick government at the time, that as 
soon as authority to begin with con- 
struction was obtained from Matne, 
application to proceed with the work 
would be made to the provinctal and 
Domittion goverihmen 8, as well as to 
the international joint waterways com- 
migsion. Titles to certain lands on the 
New Brunswick side of the St. Croix 
river already have been searched for 
at the crown lands office in Frederic- 
ton, the provincial capital. A state- 
wide’ referendum is to be taken in 
Maine to decide whether the sale of 
power will be permitted outside the 
state, provided the project material- 
izes. . 

Fix Cost at $75,000,000. 

The cost of harnessing the ‘tides, 
Mr. Cooper estimates at $75,000,000, 
the financing of which ‘has already 
béen assured. It would requife at 
least five years, before actiral power 
could be supplied after the work was 
started, Mr. Cooper said. When com- 
pleted, however, a maximum of 750,- 
000 horse power could be produced an- 
nually, enough and to spare. for the 
entire New England states. Electric 
power at hitherto unheard-of rates 
would be available all over-the prov- 
inces, he declared, and, according to 
engineers, could be transmitted as far 
west as Boston, Mass. 

The Bay of Fundy is noted for hav- 
ing the highest and strongest tides in 
the world. These are caused by the 
‘peculiar’ submarine .topography and 
the wedge shape of.- the , adjacent 
‘shores. At’ St. John the tidés rise 25 
feet, causing on the lower St. John 
river the only natural phenomenon of 
its kind in existence, a reversible wa- 
terfall; that is to say, when the tide 
is coming in, the falls, which are some 
forty feet high, “drop” upstream, and 
when the tide.is going out they “drop” 
downstream. At the end of the Bay of 
Fundy, between Nova Scotia ang New 
Brunswick, the tide is the highest on 
earth, at slack water measuring be- 
tween 60 and 70 feet. “At Moncton, on 
Chignecto bay, the incoming tide trav- 
els with such great velocity that it at- 
tains a “bore” of six feet. :
